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Rule' Taunt 
Angers West Reich 


Red Charges 
West Would 
Rearm Them 


Bonn, Germany, Dec. 16— 
(AP) — A communist taunt of 
"puppet government" 
threw 
west Germany's parliament in- 
to an angry uproar today and 
brought a recess during a de- 
bate in which every speaker j 
opposed German rearmament. 


A few hours later the allied 
high commissioner passed a 
new law to curb a regrowth of 
militarism or Nazism in the oc- 
cupied areas. It reenacts most 
of the old laws in effect during 
the era of military government 
before the new west German 
government was set up. 


Hie taunt came from Max Rei- 
mann, Communist party leader who 
served a jail term last summer for 
threatening vengeance against Ger- 
man politicians who collaborate with 
the western allies. 
Speakers Hit Rearmament 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer »ivd 
spokesmen for nearly every party in 
parliament had spoken against any 
plan to rebuild German armed forces 
when Reimann arose. 


Despite Adenauer's specific denial 
of a communist charge that he pro- 
posed creation of a new German 
army, Reimann accused the chan- 
cellor of fostering a rearmament 
plan "backed by German and Amer- 
ican Imperialists." 


"Once there was another chan- 
cellor who asked for four years 
time," Reimann said, referring to a 
statement by Hitler in 1933. 


The presiding officer, Dr. Erich 
Koehler, called Reimann sharply to 
order. He warned the communist not 
to make any comparison between 
Adenauer and the "so-called chan- 
cellor Hitler." 


Reimann called the North Atlantic 
treaty a war pact and said "it is in- 
tended now to put Germans in uni- 
form again." 


"This plan will fall," Reimann 
shouted. "Germans do not want to 
be mercenaries in a colonial army. 
It it were left to the German people, 
this puppet government would be 
finished oIf in 4« hours." 
Protests Drown Him Out 


Retmafl' spoke on, but shouted 
protests drowned out his words. The 
presiding officer, Drmerich Koehler, 
quickly recessed the session for a 
half hour. He consulted the council 
of fcders, a parliamentary rules com- 
mittee. 


Last month the council of elders 
temporarily barred the social demo- 
cratic leader. Dr. Kurt Schumacher, 
from parliament for calling the 74- 
year-old Adenauer "chancellor of the 
allies." 


But no action was taken against 
Reimann. 


He was even permitted to finish 
his speech. He then proposed a reso-

military forces even if the western 
allies demanded i t 


There was no vote on this resolu- 
tion. The house adopted instead a 
government motion to consider the 
rearmament debate closed and went 
on to other business.

Mother Is Blamed 
For Starvation 
Death Of Boy, 3 


Chicago, Dec. 16—(IP)—A coroner's 
jury blamed a twice-married mother 
today for the starvation death of*her 
three year old son—a nearly blind 
boy who weighed only 13 pounds. 


The Jury recommended that Mrs 
Florence Nykaza Ramsey, 28, be 
charged with manslaughter in the 
death yesterday of little Tommy 
Nykaza. The jurors also urged that 
her other three youngsters "be taken 
into juvenile custody where they 
may be provided with proper care." 


Mrs. Ramsey screamed hysterically 
and gathered her children around 
her when she heard the verdict. 


A few minutes earlier she had 
shouted "dirty liar," at the baby's 
father, Ervin Nykaza, 32, a shipping 
clerk. Nykaza told the jury she ne- 
glected Tommy before and after her 
divorce last January and left the 
children alone while she went off to 
a saloon. 


A doctor found Tommy dead in his 
crib. Mrs. Ramsey told police she 
called the doctor after her seven 
year old daughter, Dorothy, told her 
Tommy "looked funny." 


Dr. Harry G. Leon, coroner's phy- 
sician, said Tommy weighed only 
13 pounds, compared with an aver- 
age 35 pounds for a child that age. 
He said the boy's organs were normal 
and he could have digested food if 
he had been given any. Coroner A. L. 
Brodie said a po6t mortem examin- 
ation showed "there was not a bit fo 
food anywhere in his body."

Report Kostov Hanged 
For Spying, Sabotage 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Saturday, Dec. 17 
— (JP) — Former Deputy Premier 
Traicho Kostov was hanged late 
yesterday for treason, spying and 
sabotage, an authoritative source 
said early today. 


(Reports of his execution were 
broadcast by the Bulgarian radio 
and heard in London and Rome.) 


Kostov, 52; was formerly secretary 
of the Bulgarian Communist party's 
central committee. 
The report of 
his execution came less than 40 
hours after his conviction and sen- 
tencing. 


Official confirmation of the ex- 


ecution was not Immediately avail- 
able. 


Kostov was said to have appealed 
for clemency to the 31-member pres- 
idium of the grand national assem- 
bly, Bulgaria's parliament, but to 
have been turned down.

The Bulgarian radio Friday night 
broadcast an announcement of the 
execution of Kostov.

The radio said the condemned 
man in his plea had admited guilt 
on all the charges.

Astra, an Italian News Agency 
which monitored the broadcast in 
Rome, quoted the announcement as 
having said Kostov had expressed 
"sincere sorrow" for his attitude in 
court. He was said to have blamed 
It on "nervous irritation" and "the 
unhealthy ambition of an intellectu- 
al." 


The broadcast said Kostov "recog- 
nized the verdict of the Supreme 
Court as absolutely just and con- 
forming with the interests of the 
evolution of Bulgarian policy in the 
struggle against Anglo - American 
Imperialism and the aims of their 
agents, such as "Yugoslav Premier 
Marshal Tito and his clique of 
traitors against the territorial inte- 
grity of Bulgaria." 


He was also quoted as having 
pledged that if his appeal were 
granted, he would devote the rest 
of his life "to the expiation of his 
errors and in the service, ever more 
devoted, of his socialist country."

New York — </P) — The 20th cen- 
tury reaches the halfway mark Jan. 
1st—but halfway to where? 


This is one the oracles fiaven't 
figured out. Has it taken mankind 
halfway to the all-but-perfect life, 
or halfway on the road back to the 
silence of the jungle? 


At 50 the 20th century has a few 
circles under its eyes and undoubt- 
edly it is hoping, as we all do, that 
the first 50 years are the hardest. 
They have been years of tremendous 
progress in many ways, and 
an 
equal number of years of promise 
lie ahead. 


No century ever dawned in the 
brighter hope. Across the land there 
we many "century balls" held the 
last night of 1899. 


It was a great century that died 
that night, for the 19th century saw 
the spread of the scientific spirit 
and popular education. 


It was the century that struck off 
the fetters from the mind of man, 
and in many says the 20th century 
is only carrying on its reforms. 
Among 
them 
are 
equal 
political 
status for women, shortening of the 
work week and Increase of leisure, 
and a rising standard of living. 


At the midmark our present cen- 
tury is still unlocking the atom's 
secret, a power source for good or 
evil more epoch-making than the 
gasoline 
engine. 
Medical 
science 
has whipped a dozen ageold dis- 
eases in the last 50 years, but the 
biggest problems—cancer and heart 
disease—kill more than ever. 


Man may be healthier, but he still 


hasn't found ease of mind. 


This is true despite the fact that 
money and life seem safer than they 
did in 1899, and men and women 
have more certainty of looking for- 
ward to an old age free of financial 
worry. 


Perhaps the reason for this is 
that, despite its material progress, 
the 20th century has done so little 
to end the spiritual unrest 
that 
arises 
from 
man's 
timeless 
war 
against himself. 


It has seen the world divided in 
the two most disastrous conflicts in 
history, and it sees the world still 
divided in its second inter-national 
groping for enduring peace. 
The 
United Nations is still only an un- 
easy fulcrum on which the globe 
teeter-totters between old hope and 
new fear. 


Henry Wallace gave our century 
its brightest name when he called 
it "The century of the 
common 
man." And in a big measure it has 
already lived up that name. In no 
previous 50 years have men helped 
each other harder—or killed each 
other more efficiently. But it can 
hardly be a real century of 
the 
common man unltss it creates for 
him a world in which he can build 
a home for his wife and kids safe 
from the confused animosity of an- 
other 
common 
man 
in 
another 
country. 


Personally, I feel that still may be 
the greatest gift of the 20th century 
—and women may say farewell to 
it in 1999 with tears of happiness in 
a secure world, even as it is it's the 
best darned century I ever lived in.

Washington, 
Dec. . 16.—(TP)—The 
next 
congress 
may 
be 
asked 
to 
broaden the functions of the farm- 
ers home 
administration 
to 
help 
farmers in the low income bracket. 


Proposals for expansion of 
this 
government lending agency already 
have evoked sympathy among ^ e m - 
bers of a. joint congressional econ- 
omic subcommittee. The subcommit- 
tee is now investigating the low in- 
come problem. 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
told the group yesterday that while 
the farm agency was created espec- 
ially to help low income farm fam- 
ilies "the scale of it« operations has 
been much too limited." 


Morèover," he 
testified, "the 
farmers home administration has 
been able to make operating any 
farm ownership loans* to only a frac- 
tion of the legible farm families who 
hâve requested them." 


Brannan's testimony followed that 
of Dr. Ernest Neal, Tuskegee, Ala- 
institute official who likewise urged 
expansion of facilities for long term, 
low interest loans as one means of 
helping southern Negro farmers.

A china clock from Bonn, Ger 
many, painted with red roses and 
embellished in tones of blue, green, 
violet and gold; a clock beside a 
gold statuette of Abraham Lincoln, 
encased in glass, once the property 
of Mayor Diechman of St. Louis; 
these are some of the prize items in 
Harland 
Redshaw's collection of 
timepieces. He has been gathering 
these antiques, none under 50 years 
old, since 1940 and has over 100 of 
them. It's his ambition to own 200. 


Mr. Redshaw values his collection 
at around $4,000 and has it insured 
for $3,000. Since his job as night 
watchman at the Jacksonville State 
Hospital takes up much of his time, 
he "doesn't have time to do any- 
thing else, except eat dinner and 
look for clocks." He is 58 years old, 
resides at 432 S. Mauvaisterre. 
From Black Forest 


Among his other most interesting 
pieces ore a cuckoo and whippoor- 
will clock which was brought over 
from the Black Forest in Germany 
by a Catholic priest over 100 years 
ago, and one which used to stand in 
the Duncan park home of Governor 
Duncan, who held office in 1834. A 
painting of the crystal palace is 
above the face. 


He had to hire a Farm Bureau 
truck to cart home a clock from 
Winchester, a massive structure with 
baked porcelain dial and mercury 
pendulum. A nick can be seen on 
it which was inflicted when a fire in 
the '80's caused it to be moved by 
horses and laid under a tree. 
Found In Concord Barn 


An old man made the gold minia 
ture "wag-on-wall" which is one of 
his treasures, and Joseph Ives, a 
genius who invented many features 
of clocks, was the maker of one 
which he found In an old shed in 
Concord and bought for $1.50. Later 
he refused $150 for it. He possesses a 
clock with a lyre pendulum, over 100 
years old, which once stood in the 
front of Schramm and Buhrman's 
Jewelry store, a 
banjo clock, a 
French clock set with a cameo and 
a Swiss one with an engraving 
which tells the story of two lovers 
parted by war. The Lincoln clock 
displays an engraving of the entire 
emancipation proclamation. 


Mr. Redshaw complains that peo- 
ple sometimes say to him, "What 
do you want with a lot of old 
clocks?" He himself worked in a 
Springfield watch factory for seven 
years without feeling any devotion 
to timepieces. 


Yet now he says, "A clock is a fine 
companion. It's alive, it has a voice. 
And It links us with the past."
